Rule  76. 

All  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills, 
properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act, 
1.S67  ” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
or  Telegraph  or  Teleiihone  Line ; the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work ; the  granting  of  a right 
of  Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  .Toint-stock  Company ; or  other- 
wise for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  xvhich  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of 
other  parties,  or  relates  to  any  particular  class  of 
the  community,  or  for  making  any  amendment  of 
a like  nature  to  any  former  Act, — shall  require  a 
Notice,  clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature 
and  object  of  the  application  and,  where  the  appli- 
cation refers  to  any  proposed  wmrk,  indicating 
generally  the  location  of  the  work,  and  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant ; such  notice  to  be 
published  as  follows :— 
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THE  BRITISH  COLUMBIA  GAZETTE. 
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In  the  Buitish  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in  one 
newspaper  published  in  each  Electoral  District 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next  nearest 
Electoral  Districts  in  which  a newspaper  is  pub- 
lished. 

Such  notice  shall  be  continued  in  each  ease  for 
a pei’iod  of  at  least  six  weeks,  during  the  interval 
of  time  between  the  close  of  the  next  preceding 
Session  and  the  consideration  of  the  Petition,  and 
copies  of  such  notice  shall  be  sent  by  the  parties 
inserting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  to 
be  filed  amongst  the  records  of  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders. 

72.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented 
to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each 
Session,  nor  may  any  Report  of  any  Standing  or 
Select  Committee  upon  a Private  Bill  be  received 
after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no 
Motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until  the 
same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Private 
Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modined  as  afore- 
said the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  clear  days 
before  the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy 
of  such  Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented 
to  the  House,  together  with  copies  of  the  notices 
puhlished.  Such  publication  to  be  proved  by  affi- 
davit or  declaration  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  House.  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill, 
the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars.  If  a copy 
of  the-  Bill,  Petition,  and  notices  shall  not  have 
been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening 
of  the  Session,  and  if  the  Petition  has  not  been 
presented  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six 
hundred  dollars.

77.  Before  and  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a Toll 
Bridge,  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person  or 
persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall, 
upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by  Rule  7G.-also 
at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  give 
notice  of  the  rates  whicli  they  intend  to  ask,  the 
(‘xtent  of  the  privilege,  tlie  height  of  the  arches, 
the  interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  s.ame. 

7<S.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acits  of  Incorporation 
shall  1)0  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference 
the  clauses  of  the  General  .Acts  relating  to  the 
details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills.  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed 
depai'ture  from  this  priiiciph>,  or  for  the  introduc- 
tion of  other  lu’ovisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a 
note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the 
provisions  thereof  in  which  the  General  .Act  is  pro- 
poses! to  he  departi'd  from.  Bills  which  are  recast 
by  the  promotoi’s  and  rcqei’inted  at  their  expimse 
before  any  Committe'e  jeasse's  ujeon  the  clauses.

'Jhiere  shall  be  a margin, al  number  every  fifth  line 
of  each  i)age ; the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to 
be  run  on  through  the  P,ill,  but'  the  lines  of  each 
page  are  to  bo  numbered  sei)arately.  Three  hundred 
copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
Glerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill 


during  its  progress  before  the  Committee  on 
Private  Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill 
shall  be  reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof. 

By  Rule  S3,  a model  form  of  Railway  Bill  is 
adopted.
